Cabot 
Y erxa 
w alked into the M useum and during 
th e course of our conversation m en 
tioned the story about his locating 
the old w ell.

The D eserl Sun of February 24 carried an article 
presenting the suggestions of several civic leaders that Palm Springs have 
one strong, w ell knit com m unity organization to accom plish what four or 
five organizations are now doing w ith duplications under the handicap 
of divided interest. 
That article challenged my im agination, and I have given the sub­ 
ject considerable thought in an attem pt to arrive at a plan w hereby such 
an organization could be created and made to operate so as to effectively 
represent the m any interests concerned, elim inate duplications and per­ 
form the several functions w ith m axim um efficiency and econom y. 
It has been said that "what cannot be understood cannot be m an­ 
aged intelligently." 
For that reason I have tried to show by diagram 
and legend how such an organization might be set up. 
The diagram with 
explanatory notes are enclosed. 
T he plan is form ulated according to the 
theories of those local leaders w ho hold the view points as expressed 
through your article and augm ented by m y ow n observations in Palm 
Springs and elsew here. 
The plan conforms w ith the principles observed in private and m uni­ 
cipal corporation practice: (1) all interests represented w ith equality, (2) 
special departm ents for special functions w ith departm ental adm inistra­ 
tion and responsibility vested in com m ittees selected from the m em ber­ 
ship according to interest, experience and fitness. 
B eing a com munity 
organization democratic principles m ust be exercised in providing for m em ­ 
bership and governm ent. 
M em bership is on a ' group 
basis, w ith equal 
representation on the board of directors. 
Such m ethod w as adopted in 
the form ation of the Business Men's Association and has proven very suc­ 
cessful. 
W ith a directorate so constituted and w ith a properly qualified 
com m ittee directly responsible for each special function every com m unity 
problem can be solved by those m ost vitally interested in the problem — 
the m em bers them selves. 
Their com bined abilities m ake up an im ­ 
personal thing called m anagem ent— a m anagem ent w ith roots running 
into every part of the field, into every variety of experience. 
The prod­ 
uct: "com m unity harmony and progress.” 
There is a w ell established 
organization m axim that one man can m erely build an organization: 
that the business and prosperity w hich m ay be generated by that or­ 
ganization are the results of m any persons w orking together on a plan. 
Every m atter that comes before the organization should be w eighed as 
to how it figures in the balance of the com m unity as a w hole. 
From 
such consideration comes the ' balanced 
com m unity. 
The diagram herew ith subm itted is only suggestive. 
The group, d e­ 
partm ental and functional designations can be changed to m eet require­ 
ments. 
The num bers and distribution of directors, standing and special 
com m ittees are lik ew ise subject to dem ands. 
The nam e of the organization is im m aterial. 
H ow ever, in most com ­ 
m unities the Chamber of Com m erce concerns itself w ith all or m ost of 
the activities proposed here and w ould probably be the logical name 
for such organization in Palm Springs. 
On the other hand, it m ight be 
w ise to adopt an entirely new and different nam e. 
This m ay not be an absolutely correct interpretation of the current 
com m unity thought, but it is one possible answ er and is offered for w hat­ 
ever it is w orth. I believe it can be said w ithout successful contradiction 
that such a plan would develop a new civic enthusiasm ; and no com ­ 
m unity can have any greater asset than enthusiasm .

They point to m en who for many 
years have w axed fat and rich while 
w ailing over high taxes and 
high 
wages—and now a common rem ark 
is. "They've got plenty — let 'em 
pay." 
So m any people who do not own 
property believe they do not 
pay 
taxes. 
They do not realize that ev­ 
ery taxpayer who has som ething to 
sell m ust add the taxes to the sale 
pr¿ce or quit business, and th ere­ 
fore everyone who buys, pays taxes. 
The tax-burdened property ow n­ 
er who has nothing to sell, or who 
m ust sell his products for w hatever 
he is offered, is the one who cannot 
survive the tax drain indefinitely 
unless he can get some relief. 
In 
this class are the sm all farm ers and 
m any of the w age-earning 
home 
ow ners or people who have retired 
or. modest incomes. 
Ralph H. Taylor, executive secre­ 
tary of the A gricultural Council of 
California, last week called 
upon 
state legislators and leaders to con­ 
sider the lax delinquency problem 
when they consider the state bud­ 
get and the m any proposals for new 
taxes now pending, and he w arned 
that taxation on an increasing scale 
w ill turn into confiscation. 
"C ali­ 
fornia taxes on farm lands have in 
m any instances exceeded capacity 
to pay." Taylor said 
"The individ­ 
ual has been forced to adjust 
his 
mode of living in keeping w ith de­ 
pression earnings. 
It is high time 
that governm ent did likewise." 
Dr. A. C. Hardison, president of 
the California T axpayers' Associa­ 
tion, issues this note of 
warning: 
' With the taxes taking S354.000.000 
from Californians last year, v/ith an 
average tax burden last year alone 
o: $615 for each fam ily of five, with 
a proposed state spending program 
far in excess of any preceding one, 
w ith all m anner of proposals before 
the legiv’aiure to increase 
public 
spending, it ill behooves any indi­ 
vidual to say he has no interest in 
public expenditures."^ 
Rex Thomson, superintendent 
of 
charities 
of 
Los 
Angeles county, 
says: 
"The relief problem in A m ­ 
erica today is th at of 25.000,000 p ro­ 
ducing fam ilies having to 
support 
5.000,000 relief fam ilies w ithout de­ 
stroying the A m erican standard of 
living." 
In this colum n w e called attention 
to the tax strike in Oregon.

Judge G eorgia Bullock, Superior 
Court judge of Los Angeles County, 
and the only woman Superior Court 
judge in California, delivered an e n -j 
lightening talk before

Inn, T hursday noon. 
Judge A lbert R. Hoffman of the 
Palm Springs city court introduced, 
the speaker. 
Judge Bullock opened her talk by | 
paying a trib u te to Mrs. Nellie Coff-, 
man, who she term ed “one of the I 
most beloved ladies of California.” I 
The courts of California was the 
topic discussed by Judge Bullock. 
Forty-five percent of the business of 
the courts of California is done in 
Los Angeles county, the 
speaker 
stated. 
This business is handled by 
the 50 Superior Court judges of that 
county. 
The speaker stated that she has 
been on the bench in Los Angeles 
for 14 eyars, over half of that time 
in the S uperior Court. 
The rest of 
that tim e she served in the m unici­ 
pal court of Los Angeles. 
H er talk 
showed the depth of the experience 
she has gained during her years on 
the bench. 
The speaker devoted much of her 
time to the discussion of divorce and ¡ 
insanity cases. 
"It is high tim e to 
start a crusade back to the home,” 
she declared. 
J. Edgar Hoover, she 
quoted as having said, “Crime can 
be laid at the doorstep of the home."

vorces,” said 
the speaker. 
“Last 
year in the Superior C ourt of Los 
Angeles county there w ere 14,000.” 
"We need a spiritual rearm am ent,” 
she stated. However, there was also 
an encouraging note in her talk, for 
Judge Bullock expressed the opin­ 
ion th at the home is coming back 
in popularity in the U nited States.

Our C ham ber of Commerce wrns organized February 22, 1937, at 
a meeting called in w hat is now the DeLuxe T railer Park recreational 
building. 
E. F. Reilly was elected president and guided the infant 
C ham ber through its pioneering days and left it as his m onum ent. 
Mr. Reilly passed away last December—a distinct loss to the com ­ 
munity. 
W ashington's birthday, 1938. found us m eeting in the William H. 
Williams building w here E. F. M artcll was elected our second ptesi- 
dent. 
Under Mr. M artell's guidance the m uch-needed Town Hall was 
constructed and additions and im provem ents added to it. 
All funds from dues, plus the m uch larger am ount realized by a 
most able social comm ittee and a contribution by the W oman’s Club 
have gene into the Town Hall investm ent which now represents m ore 
than $2.000. w ith only a $750 debt m aturing in three years. 
The outstanding social event of the year w as the C actus Jum pers 
Jam boree, a unique form of entertainm ent th at was carried through 
to a huge success under a very able comm ittee. 
The m any who have given of th eir time and energy cannot be 
listed here, but an invitation is extended to all who w ish to assist 
in this com m unity work to volunteer their services. This can be done 
at the w eekly luncheons on Tuesdays or the m onthly m eetings held 
in the Town H all on the evening of the first Tuesday of each month. 
With an active social program scheduled for this new fiscal year, 
it is reasonable to expect such activity will give great pleasure to all 
who participate and at the sam e tim e finance additional furnishings 
and retire the fixed debt as it m atures. 
The directors should now be free to spread the lim ited lunds 
derived from dues over the m any activities usually followed by 
Cham bers of Commerce.

The Village through its C ham ber of Commerce will need the co­ 
operation of every individual property ow ner and the Cathedral City 
Development Company to perm it us to “go places.” 
We have 55 mem bers now on the rolls and $269 in the treasury. 
The annual dues are $5.00. You who are non-resident as well as all 
resident property ow ners and well-wishers are hereby invited to be­ 
come mem bers now. 
Through the courtesy of The D esert Sun, the pioneer of Palm 
Springs papers, we are perm itted to give you this report. 
This paper 
has been fair and helpful to our com m unity and we can only suggest 
you read it. 
In it is carried a C athedral City section and with its 
various news item s and reports in and about Palm Springs we arrive 
a t a fair picture of w hat the future holds for our village. 
The board of directors will try to m ake this village a finer place 
to live in.
